
LA. Police to Start Rigid 
Enforcement of License Law

A more rigid enforcement ( which are Issued only one
policy with regard to the prop­ 
er display of license plates on 
all vehicles will be started Im­ 
mediately, according to the 
Los Angeles Police Depart­ 
ment.

Deputy Chief Harold W. Sul­ 
livan, commander of the Traf­ 
fic Burean, pointed out that 
the use of trailer hitches on 
passenger cars and station 
wagons has become more and 
more prevalent in recent years 
and that many such installa­ 
tions are illegal.

When trailer hitches are so 
located as to obstruct a clear 
view of the rear plate the 
plate must be relocated in 
such a manner as to comply 
with the law. Some drivers 
have been guilty of further 
violation by bending rear 
plates to accommodate trailer 
hitches or by cutting out cen­ 
ter sections of the plate. Such 
mutilated and unserviceable 
plates must be replaced at the 
car owner's expense.

The law (Sect. 158 V.C.) re­ 
quires one license plate on the 
front and one on the rear of 
all motor vehicles except mo­ 

ll torcycles and power cycles.

Plates must be securely 
fastened and in a position to 
be clearly visible.
